A 
thoroughbred is a special breed of 
horse, is a proper name and should 
therefore be capitalized. Thorough- 
breds are as distinct a breed as 
Hackneys, Standard Breds, Shet- 
lands, among horses! or Jerseys, Hol- 
steins. or Ayrshires among cattle. 
When an animal is registered as to 
purity of breed it can be referred to 
asa “pure. bred” and that is the 
term which is intended when “ttior-

You may be tempted to poke 
your camera over the edge of a 
retaining wall or window ledge 
and shoot down. If it be a coun- 
try landscape, shooting down will 
not usually give the perspective 
that conveys the effect of great alti- 
tude, so well as shooting with the 
camera held level, although the pic- 


‘ture may still be interesting. In any 


case, when you do shoot down, the 
effect will be helped by taking in a 
nearby object located on the way, 
such as a protruding gargoyle from 
a church tower, a jutting rock from 
a precipicé, or a bit of the wing or 
wheel of your airplane.

\ HAT makes some pictures 

seem real enough to walk 
right into, while others appear to 
be little more than a design ona 
flat wall? 

The thing that makes the dif- 
ference is.that quality in a pic- 
ture, variously called “perspective,” 
“depth,” or “third dimension effect,” 
that puts objects in relief so that 
they appear solid, and makes it pos- 
sible correctly to. perceive their 
velative size and position. 


In photography, this quality of 
reality is created chiefly by prope 
attention to contrasts in lights and 
shadows. Remember that to achieve 
reality in a painting, the artist cre- 
ates light and shadow contrasts, but 
that in nature such contrasts do not 
always come ready made. They must 
be looked for, In nature what often 
seems a good picture to the eye is not 
a good picture for the camera lens, 
because. of the absence of contrasts, 

’ The eye is aided by our imagination 
but not so the lens, In the print, the 
scene may turn out flat and unin- 
teresting, especially if we try to in- 
clude the whole country side in the 
picture. 

Hence, to get perspective, pay at- 
tention to light and shadow con- 
trasts. Look for vantage points that 


the high lights will take care of = 
themselves.” That, however, does not 

mean always to expose for a very 

deep shadow, but, in general, to ex- 

pose to record detail in the intey 

mediate shadows. 

Another way to accentuate depth 
in a photograph, especially in scenic 
views, is to include a distinctive 
foregrownd object, which emphasizes > 
the diminished size of objects in the 
distance, thus creating “depth.” A 
human figure or tree, in the fore- 
ground at the right or left, will often 
serve the purpose and at the same 
time add interest. / 

Another way is to choose a vantage 
point which will give the picture a 
foreground “frame.” Such a frame 
often serves where long shadows and 
distinctive foreground objects are . 
absent. Foreground trees with lacy — 
overhanging boughs are splendidly. 
useful as frames. They are full of | 
beauty in themselves, and, if in the

It should be possible to draw up an agreement that will provide for) 
repayment of principal.sums in accordance with the ability of the mort- 
gagor to pay based on actual returns from honest effort and yet, at the| 
same time, protect the lender from loss due to human incapacity or the 
machinations of dishonesty. * 

It is interesting to note that agreements incorporating the principle of, 
paying more in times of plenty and less in times of dearth have been 
adopted and put into effect with apparent success in Australia, where in 
certain sections of the country the sheep ranchers are subjected to severe 
drought ravages to the,extent at times of wiping out whole flocks. In that 
country the same principle has been made to apply also to short term 
credits supplied by the banks. > > - 

If such a policy can be worked out successfully in Australia there 
appears to be no reason why it should not operate equally well in Western 
Canada. 

It is to be hoped that some arrangement for greater elasticity in future 
loan terms can be made by members of debt adjustment tribunals who are
